Under  the  multiple  use  aianagement  policy 
of  the  Us  So  Forest’ Service  it  is  considered  of  primary  importance 
to  secure  the  beat  use  of  this  forage  for  domestic  livestock  and  game 
So  'animals.  The  forage  cover  of  the  for«3st  lands  plays  an  imoortant 
part  in  the  production  of  the  nation's  meat  and  wool  aipply,  and  it 
helps  provide  a living  for  many  farmers  and  stockmen  whose  livestock 
11  graze  on  the  National  Forests^  But  the  Forest  Service  is  faced  with 
IS*  the  double  responsibility  of  supplying  wise  usage  of  forest  ranges  for 
13c  grazing  and,  at  the  same  time,  maintaining  the  proper  amount  of  range 
vegetation  to  serve  as  protection  against  floods  and  erosion  which 
15.  might  completely  destroy  the  land  for  all  use  for  many  years,.

But  I'm  gonna  fill  the 
worst  ones  up  with  stone  and  trash  as  soon  as  I kin  git  to  it
